GOLD STANDARD’S LIMIT 


The tremendous inflation which has 
come with war (American wealth alone 
having gone from 130. billions to 260. bil- 
lions), has made two things. certain: 
there must be added to gold, the world’s 
wealth statidard some other metal—sil- 
ver. Reeently silver has advanced in the 
markets of the world from fifty cents to 
one dollar an ounce, and most go higher, 
as the call for it is maintaining the pre- 
sent, stupendous inflation, which 1s un- 
precedented, to say nothing of the in- 
creased demand for commercial uses he- 
cause of the large increase in the cost of 
copper, nickel, aluminum, etc. One does 
not have to know the intricacies of the 
financial markets to comprehend that 
gold, the basis of credit, was stretched to 
its limit before the wat, when a barrel of 
flour cost $4, a ton of coal $4, and a day‘s 
labor $2, cannot possibly. meet. the calls 
upon it when the cost of the same flour, 
coal and labor is three times as much, An 
idea of the increased demand for gold, the 
foundation of Money and credit, can be 
had by mulling the recent $300,000,000 in- 
¢rease in the wage of railroad labor alone, : 
For the benefit ‘of those who eannot: get 
the hang of money. credit, gold standard, 
I will illustrate:. Tf a tradesman with a 
capital of $10,000. can barely ‘‘earry”” 
his customer on a month’s eredit basis 
when flour is $4 a barrel, he must “fi. 
nanee”?-to-earry him wher flour wdunta 
to $12a barrel, for he must advance three 
times the amount of the former credit, Of 
course the customer is Just as good for_his 
increased deht, because his wage has also 
mounted—-from.$2 to $6, while the cost of 
flour has been going up. But he still must 


‘have his eredit of thirty days. Itis read- 


ily seen that the tradesman must have a 
larger line of credit at his bank, and the 
bank must have more money from some- 
where, and that the somewhere must 
mean that.some other metal mtist be ad. 
ded to the gold standard, when no more 
gold cari be had, and that is the stage we 


havé now arrived at—Boston Financial
